Declares The Netherlands 
and Belgium Gravely 
Threatened; Sees ‘Great- 
est Crime’ in Invasion. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—(AP) 
Britain responded to a Belgian- 
Netherlands ‘mediation offer 
today with a pledge to give 
“most earnest consideration” 
tofany German proposals 
which might “afford real pros- 
pect of achieving” Britain’s 
avowed war aim to halt Ger- 
man “aggression.” 


The British reply was made 
in a note from King George VI to 
Queen Wilhelmina, of the Nether- 


(lands, and King Leopold, of the 


Belgians, who on November 7 of- 
fered their good offices to Britain, 
France and Germany to work for 
restoration of Europe’s peace. 
“Cornered Maniac.” 

(Shortly after the King’s 
reply, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty Winston Churchill 
bluntly announced that the 
Allies will fight until “that 
cornered . maniac,” Adolf Hit- 
ler, and his Nazi regime are 
crushed. and destroyed, the 
United Press said. 

(Describing Hitler as “that 

- monstrous apparition’ and 

“that evil man over there,” 

Churchill challenged the Ger- 

man chancellor to unleash the 

merciless blows which the 

Nazis have been thréatening. 

_ Says Neutrals Menaced. 

. (Churchill said that there is 

grave menace of a German 

invasion of the Netherlands 
and’ Belgium—an invasion 
which he said might be ex- 

pected from “the frenzy of a 

cornered maniac” and would 

be “the worst of all his (Hit- 
ler’s) crimes.” 

(Britain and France, he 
said, are staking all on the 
crushing of Hitlerism and “if 
we are conquered all will be 
enslaved and the United 
States will be left single- 
handed to guard the rights of 
man.” 

(There can be no turning 
back now, he said, and 
“everybody had better make 
up their minds to that solid, 
somber fact.” 

(“You may take it abso- 
lutely for certain that either 
all that Britain and France 
stood for in this modern world 
will go down or Hitler, the 
Nazi regime and the recurring 
German or Prussian menace 
to Europe will be broken and 
destroyed,” he said) 

Britain’s war aim was set 
forth again in the King’s note as 
the redemption of Europe from 
“the perpetually recurring fear of 
German aggression so as to enable 
the peoples of Europe to preserve 
their independence and liberties.” 

« Similar French Reply. 

This statement, quoting Prime 
Minister Chamberlain, and other 
similar declarations by Foreign 
Secretary Lord Halifax, “must 
form part of any settlement” of 
the current conflict, the British 
Monarch’s ,reply said. 


Britain’s ally, France, also re-} 
plied today, saying it was “up to 


Germany” to establish peace “by 
repagation of the injustices that 
force imposed on Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland.” 

(Germany informed the 
Netherlands foreign office Sat- 
urday that the mediation of- 
fer would be examined “care- 
fully.” 

(On numerous. occasions 
Adolf Hitler has stated that 
no peace would be considered 
on the basis of restoring Po- 
land.) 

After recalling attempts by 
neutral nations to halt the war 
last August, the British reply said 
that Britain, along with her do- 
minions and France, “would al- 
ways be willing to examine a rea- 
sonable and assured basis for an 
equitable peace.”

On October 2, the British navy 
announced withdrawal of five of 
its ten gunboats from the Yangtze 
river patrol because of “urgent 
military requirements elsewhere.” 

At Tientsin, where a Japanese 
blockade against the British and 
French concessions has been in 
effect since June 14, Britain has 
one infantry battalion of about 750 
officers and men. 

Presumably the war office an- 
nouncement meant only enough of 
these would be left to police the 
concession, leaving a French co- 
lonial infantry régiment, two bat- 
teries of artillery and a light tank 
company—1,500 officers and men 
altogether—along with 250 United 
States marines in North China.

__ Fulton grand jury should be dontinued by the 


new body which has been formed for the No- - 


vember-December term. 

_. At the same time the investigation should 
’ be continued entirely without prejudice, with 
the sole idea of uncovering all facts which 
may, in the past, have been hidden from the 
citizens of the county. 3 

It is a simple matter of justice to those 
members of the county commission, past and 
present, who have been chargéd with use of 
their authority for their own material benefit, 
to go to the root of these charges and, if they 
are unwarranted, to so reveal and state, pub- 
licly and unequivocally. 

On the other hand, if further delving into 
the records brings to light evidence of indict- 
able offense, the suspected officials should be 
haled before a court for trial, in simple justice 
to the citizens who pay their salaries and whose 
_ employes they are. 

Other branches of county activity, especial- 
ly the Welfare Board and department, have 
likewise come under the scrutiny of past juries. 
The county is rife with rumor concerning this 
department, an outside audit of its finances has 
been begun. Again, in simple justice to those 
subject of these rumors, and to the people who 
provide the taxes from which welfare funds are 
- taken, there should be investigation so com- 
plete that all doubt is removed, one way or the 
other. The rumors must be proven either false 
or true. 

There is a third reason why completion of 
the investigation is necessary and why a 
thorough exposure of records, practices and 
conditions will be salutary. 

In the handling of public money and public 
affairs there cannot be too much publicity. The 


people have inalienable right to know how > 


their public business is being conducted and all 
officials must be kept constantly aware that 
responsibility to the people is their primary 
duty. Again, a government which performs its 
duties always in the public eye, with its every 
activity constantly known to all the citizens, is 
a@ government which cannot be. suspected. 

For the public good and the good of all of- 
ficials concerned, it can only be hoped the 
grand jury investigation is continued, and all 
its findings made public, until there remains 
no single corner of darkness anywhere within 
the structure of administration of county af- 
fairs.

Food for thought was contained in the re- 
cent words of Jessie Burrall Eubank, of Cin- 
cinnati, famous throughput the United States 
for her work with young people.

The youngsters 
say the parents do not discipline them, don’t 
pal with them and don’t seem interested in 
their problems. 


Most thoughful persons will admit there is 
a great deal of truth in Mrs. Eubank’s state- 
ment. In too many cases, parents either are 
too busy to take time out to aid their children 
in solving problems or ,they are inadequate to 
the task, intellectually and spiritually. The 
reactions of some parents to charges such as 
those made by Mrs. Eubank are apt to be along 
the lines of “What does she know about my 


_ Johnny? or my Martha? Those kids are too 


difficult for anybody to handle.” Other reac- 
tions are along the lines of “Iedo the best I 
can, and let the school and church do its job 
in helping me to raise my children.” 


No matter whether you agree or disagree 
with Mrs. Eubank, there can be no denying 
that if her words /stimulate self-questioning 
by parents they were not spoken in vain.

AFTER THE WAR 
(From The Dallas Morning News.) 


It is a queer time to be talking of adjustment 
after the war is over, yet in time that adjustment 
must be made. So it is interesting to note that 
Some people are busy planning for it. Doubtless 
there are more planning than can now be known, 
for at the bottom you have to keep in mind one 
thing. The rank and file of people the world over 
are just ‘people—simple folk like ourselves, like 
you and yours—people who have no delusions of 
grandeur, no illusions of a single type of racial 
superiority, people who want to go about their 
ways of making a living and to be left. alone. 
Long ago a gallant gentleman who paid with his 
head for his opinion, Richard Rumbold, declared 
that he could never believe that any part of the 
human race was created to be ridden by a booted 
and spurred other part. And you can set it down 
as axiomatic that the majority of the -people in 
Germany, as in Poland, as in Czecho-Slovakia, as 
in Russia, as in this country, object to being 
bossed by masters. 


In the long run, when people hold that ob- 
jection, the bosses disappear. In the long yun, 
these will disappear. And what of the Europe 
that will rise from ,the residue of their ashes? 
Certain features of it are visible for the simple 
reason that practicably certain things must occur. 

Free trade between large parts of Europe, if 
not all, is a necessity. Only so can economic 
balance be established. So it is worth noting that 
in Austria (reported by the Commonweal) the 
legitimists rallying around the exiled Otto plan 
for a restored Austro-Hungarian entity in the 
guise of a union of autonomous commonwealths. 
Had that vision been caught at Trianon instead 
of the impracticable dream of a group of inde- 
pendent nations, the world might have been 
spared its present troubles. For the crime of 
Trianon was to abolish the only customs union that 
existed in the Danubian basin by destroying the 


‘heterogeneous empire. 


The Austrian. monarchists, working through 
their Delka organization, hope ultimately to end 
the war of tariff walls by uniting the former 
independent countries, still autonomous, but bound 
together by loyalty to the throne. Of course, this 
would restore the drawbacks of the old Austro-

Some weeks ago a score of young people assembled in a Cincin- 
nati broadcasting station for a well-rehearsed discussion of the 
world’s woe and their relation to it. 

All of them agreed that the Allies should win the present war; 
nearly all of them thought America should give material aid but 
keep out of the fighting; most of them thought the Allies could win 
without America’s help; all doubted the sincerity of Europe’s lead- 
ers, including Chamberlain; all loathed both Hitler and Stalin. 

There was nothing surprising in this, for most of America feels 
the same way; nor was it surprising to hear some of them talking 
like wild radicals and others like impractical idealists. That, also, 
was typical of America, 

_ The surprise came when they were asked what they would die 
for. A few expressed a willingness to die for humanity—for social 
justice or the good of the underprivileged, not for flag and country— 
but most of them loudly protested against dying for anything at all. 
They wished to live. 

The impression given to listeners was false, for these seemed 
typical young Americans, and youngsters who have such firm con- 
victions and voice them so boldly are not cowards. 

The explanation may be found in the unfairness of the question. 
It should have been: “What are you willing to fight for?” 

When use of force becomes necessary, the choice is not, to die 
or not die, but to fight or not to fight. And those who elect to fight 
do not resign themselves to death; they hope to live and win. 

Greater love hath no man than this, that he lay. down his life for 
a friend. But there is seldom occasion for that deliberate sacrifice, 
and nobody knows, till the test comes, whether he could make it. 
People of all kinds have done it, however, which indicates that 
others would be capable of it if they had sufficient cause. 

But fighting is another matter, and we know from all experience 
that normal people will fight for a number of reasons—to protect 
their families and property, to stop a cruel and foul injustice, to 
support a decefit principle or high ideal, and, above all else, to win

JAPANESE STOPPED, 
CHIANG DECLARES 


Any Offensive Doomed, 
Party Heads Told. 


‘CHUNGKIANG, Nov. 12.—(P)— 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
opened the sixth assembly of the 
Kuomintang party central execu- 


tive today with the declaration 
that any Japanese offensive was 
doomed to failure.

The King declared consideration 
would be given “any proposals 
from Germany” if the neutral 
rulers, acting as mediators, were 
able to present anything conform- 
ing with Britain’s purposes. 

Former Mediation Offer. 

The British reply was sent after 
consultation with the dominion 
governments and with France. 

Queen Wilhelmina and King 
Leopold made a fruitless attempt 
August 28 to halt the war by of- 
fering to mediate, three days be- 
fore German troops invaded Po- 
land. 

Their new attempt resulted from 
a sudden meeting November 6 at 
The Hague as _ apprehension 
mounted in the lowland countries 
that the war might spread to their 
soil through some swift military 
action on the western front. 

Though the Allies repeatedly 
have reported German troop con- 
centrations opposite the Belgian 
and Netherlands frontiers, Ger- 
many has denied any intention of

High-Handed Rule Is Blamed 
In Quick Conquest of Poland 


New Government Makes Abrupt Break From Past Regime, 


Holds Smigly-Rydz Largely Responsible for Defeat, 


Decries Beck Policies.

) PARIS, Nov, 12.—(By Wireless) 
fThe answers of King George VI, 
of England, and President Lebrun, 
of France, to the telegram sent 
by King Leopold, of the Belgians, 
and Queen Wilhelmina, of the 
Netherlands, on November 8, 
whereby the latter had offered 
their good offices for conclusion 
of peace, were communicated be- 
forehand to the Polish govern- 
ment. 

Neither the King of the Bel- 
gians nor the Queen of Holland 
had deemed it opportune for rea- 
sons of their own, to regard Po-

land as still a belligerent, and, 
as a consequence, no message 
from them had been forwarded to 
President Raczkiewicz, of the Pol- 
ish republic. 

But the French and British gov- 
ernments were careful not to re- 
peat that omission, and, on Sat- 
urday, they consulted fully with 
the Polish head of state and his 
cabinet and obtained their full ap- 
proval for the texts to be sent to 
Brussels and to The Hague. It 
was not an empty gesture, but a 
positive step. It means that Po- 
land ranks as the ally of France 
and Great Britain in the full 
diplomatic meaning of the expres- 
sion. 

Smigly-Rydz Blamed. 

On November 9, the new Pol- 
ish government, of. which the two 
leading personalities, besides the 
president, are Premier Sikorski 
and Foreign Minister Zaleski, had 
published in the official Monitor, 
printed in Paris, three momen- 
tous decrees which show in a 
striking manner that the Poland 
of tomorrow will differ radically 
in its political structure from the 
Poland that crumbled last Sep- 
tember under the impact of the 
Reichswehr. 

The first of these places on rec- 
ord a letter sent by Marshal 
Smigly-Rydz on October 27 (sur- 
prisingly late) to resign his func- 
tions as commander-in-chief and 
general inspector of the army. But 
it does not stop there. The mar- 
shal is “dismissed,” a drastic pro- 
cedure whereby it is clearly indi- 
cated that today’s Polish cabinet 
holds him largely responsible for 
the military defeat that was met- 
ed out to Polish arms. 

While retaining his post as pre- 
mier, General Sikorski will com- 
mand the new Polish army now 
training in France, and such is 
the purpose of the second decree. 

Diet, Senate Dissolved. 

As to the third decree, it dis- 
solves the Polish diet and senate, 
because they “have failed to com- 
ply with the requirements of 
state,” because they “did not re- 
flect public opinion and did not 
take care to alter the electoral law 
of 1935,” which deprived Polish 
citizens of the right to select free- 
ly their own representatives and 
gave rise to a strike of the elec- 
tors on a large scale four years 
ago and again toward the end of 
1938. No more sweeping condem- 
nation could have been passed 
upon the dictatorial rule of Mar- 
shal Pilsudski and his successors. 
Why was it made public in such 
a solemn form at a time when na- 
tional union ought to be the motto 
obeyed all around? The answer is 
that the members of the present 
government have unanimously 
come to the conclusion that the 
directorial regime set up following 
upon the coup de etat of 1926 was 
to be regarded as the major cause 
the Polish people must not be al- 
the Polish peoplem ust not be al- 
lowed to entertain any doubt 
about it, and that an abrupt de- 
parture from the past had to be 
made as soon as possible. 

Decry Beck Policies. 

It was explained in support of 
that decision, by an authoritative 
voice, that the foreign policy car- 
ried out by former Foreign Min- 
ister Beck since 1934, was wholly 
unintelligible unless related to that 
minister’s ambilition to set up in 
Poland a totalitarian state on the

it was thought that the door ought 
to be closed against a repetition of 
such an attempt. 


Another interesting feature of 
the new Polish government’s pro- 
gram concerns Czecho-Slavakia. 
The hostile attitude taken by Beck 
and other Polish ministers of the 
period toward Czecho-Slavakia 
was dictated by hate of the demo- 
cratic institutions which existed 
there. They did not realize when 
they shared in that country’s dis- 
memberment last year that they 
were really digging Poland’s 
grave. Sikorski and Zaleski and 
their friends now consider that, in 
the future, the Polish and Czecho- 
Slovak democracies must pool 
their resources, and, as regards 
military and diplomatic affairs, 
enter into the closest possible 
bond, a bond possibly amounting 
to a federation of some kind. To 
that effect, exchanges of views 
have already begun. 


All those facts being evidence 
that the terrible lesson of the past 
is being taken to heart by the men 
who are called upon to reconstruct 
Poland, They are fully aware that 
nations of limited strength cannot 
long survive in central Europe if 
they do not stand together.

Erkko said that “we have stress- 
ed all the time we are willing to 
consider questions which are of 
defensive value for the Russians 
but at the same time we must look 
to our own defense and ability 
to remain neutral.” 

His only hint of the nature of 
the demancs on which the nego- 
tiations are stalemated came when 
he said to American newspaper- 
men: 

“T believe there is a place called 
Sandy Hook outside of New York 
harbor. How would you like to 
hand that over to some one?” 

“That is the position today,” 
Erkko continued. “There are no 
indications further progress 
through negotiations is possible. 
Both sides know their positions. 
There is a last minute chance but 
we have come so far it is difficult.” 

Shrugs at Attacks. 

Asked if in case of a.breakdown 
there was a possibility" of resum- 
ing negotiations later, he replied, 
it “depends on circumstances.” 

Erkko shrugged off Russian 
press attacks as “part of the game” 
but added “when press attacks 
are inspired we have to take them 
into consideration as part of the 
discussions.”

It is natural when there are 
discussions about changes in our 
territory. However, they are not 
even at the frontier and only in 
defensive positions.” 

Concerning a Tass report of 
Finnish “stubbornness” in the 
negotiations, the foreign minister 
declared that “it is probably cor- 
rect. I think we are both a bit 
stubborn.” 

Charges Against Britain. 

Erkko said he could not say at 
present when the Finnish delega- 
tion might be recalled but added: 

“I think I will know tomorrow— 
about 4 p. m. (9 a, m., Atlanta 
time) Monday.” 


(Russian newspapers also 
published Tass dispatches 
from Helsinki quoting a Fin- 
nish magazine, Soihtu, that 
Sweden was trying to get the 
Finns to. wage war on Russia, 
promising them the backing 
of all Scandinavian states.

Samuel Gaillard Stoney To: 


Speak at Piedmont Driving 


Club Tonight ; Talk Will Be Based on Stories and Lore 
as Learned From Grandmother.

The one man in the United 
States who enjoys the unique dis- 
tinction of being’ a recognized au- 
thority on “Gullah”—the wierd 


jargon of the South Carolina low 
countries, arrived here yesterday 
for his first visit to Atlanta in 
nearly 15 years. 

He is Samuel Gaillard Stoney, 
who will speak at 8:30 o’clock to- 
night at the Piedmont Driving 
Club, under the auspices of the 
Young Matrons’ Circle. 

As a native of Charleston and a 
member of a distinguished South 
Carolina family, his interest in the 
history and folk lore of the sec- 
tion is perhaps natural. But, in 
addition to his ancestral connec- 
tions, he has made a thorough 
study of all the Gullah dialects he 
has been able to run down. And 
he has run down plenty of them. 

A Georgia Tech Graduate. 

Mr. Stoney, a graduate of the 
Georgia Tech Architectual school 
and a one-time resident here, is a 
small, energetic man, whose out- 
standing physical characteristic is 
a full Van Dyke beard, which, in 
a way, is in marked contrast with 
his otherwise youthful appear- 
ance. 

He talks easily, graciously and 
in a completely interesting man- 
ner on art, literature or almost 


any other topic, but for entirely | 


natural reasons he seems to enjoy 
more than any other topic—South 
Carolina. 

A more or less recent convert 
to realm of writing, he collab- 
orated with an artist.friend on 

Black Genesis,” a book on stories 
of the Carolina low countries, 
which will be the basi8 of his pub- 
lic talk tonight. But he definitely 
disclaims any right to the title of 
“author.’

His research has establish- 
ed, to his satisfaction, at least, that 
it originated in the Angola section 
of sauthwest Africa’ and was 
brought to this country with the 
slaves, 

Speaking of his lecture, he re- 
called with some amusement, that 
a fellow Charlestonian once flatly 
refused to buy a ticket to one of 
his talks “fon the ground that he 
heard too much free.” But as a 
parting shot he confided that at 
least two of the stories he plans to 
use tonight “were not told me by 
my grandmother. "

OF BOMBING DENIED 


No. Steamer Attacked by 
Nazis, Say British. 

LONDON, Nov. 12.—(P)—A 
British communique tonight said 
passengers who reported a Ger- 
man plane attempted to bomb a 
French channel steamer yesterday 
were mistaken.

Old Age Pensions of $50 


California Governor Says He Will Call Special Legislative 
' Session To Present His Pension Program; Would 
- Reduce Age Limit Five Years. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., Nov. 12.— 
(?)—Governor Culbert L. Olson 


proposed today that California 
seek federal co-operation in a 


program to pay Its senior citizens 
of 60 years of age or more a 
monthly pension of $50, the high- 
est in the nation. 

Acting quickly on the heels of 
last Tuesday’s “ham and eggs” 
special election, which brought 
the overwhelmning defeat of the 
30 warrants every Thursday plan, 
Olson said in a speech prepared 
for radio delivery that he would 
call a.special session of the legis- 
lature soon. and present it with his 
new pension program. 

Olson said that while last Tues- 
day’s election “helped clear the 
political atmosphere,” it had not 
settled the “basic economic prob- 
lem besetting the people—the 
problem of making a living.” 

Proposals Listed 


Consequently, he proposed: 

1. That California lower its 
minimum age limit for pensions 
from 65 years of age to 60; that 
the state legislature pass a bill 
providing for the payment of Cali- 
fornia’s share of a proposed pen- 
sion of $50 a month. 

California now pays a maximum 
of $35 per month, and the maxi-

mum will be increased to $40 
January 1. erg 

2. That the state push its pro- 
gram for the re-employment of its 
employables, including those of 
advanced age. 

“Resources Ample.” 

The California electorate last 
Tuesday “did not intend by their 
refusal of the ham and eggs pro- 
posal to say ‘no’ to every pension 
proposal,” Olson declared. “Most 
assuredly I did not so intend when 
I voiced my criticism of the meas- 
ure.” 

The governor said he was con- 
vinced that “‘America’s resources 
and. productive facilities are am- 
ple to sustain a cash pension of 
at least $50 to $60 per month at 
the age of 60; a pension based 
upon need. . 

“California must take the lead 
in endeavors to persuade the na- 
tional government to find the 
means to lower the age require- 
ment to age 60, and to pay such 
citizens a pension of $60 a month. 
If this cannot be accomplished 
then we must endeavor to secure 
an immediate increase of the pres- 
ent aid given by the federal gov- 
ernment from $20 to $30. per, 
month, so: that we might pay a 
rersion of at least $50 per month 
here in California.”
